The 
exports were $79,490,264, ngainst $66, 
689,981 for August, 1896. For the first

Under such a method the currency 
will be based on bonds, and the people 
will be obliged to pay Interest on 
every bank note used In the ordinary 
transactions of life. Haw would the 
voters of this country like the idea of 
paying to the government Interest on 
every silver dollar that they earn or 
on every national bank note which 
they secure by honest toll?

South American Printer* Hare, Howerrr, 


Diteoverea In It Some IVfoeU. 


Vice Consul Berg writes to tho state 


department from Rio Grande do Sul, 
Brazil: 


A printer in my district who u.se«i 


type from various countries expressed 
to me his opinion as to the superior 
quality of tho American kind. Ho bad 
lately given an order for American 
type, asking also for tho accented letters 
used in the Portuguese language, which 
apparently could not be supplied, and 
the order had to remain unexecuted. 


Type foiuiders in other countries are 


prepared to supply complete alphabets 
for almost any language. Tho Amer- 
ican type also has a defect in tho eyes 
of printers nere, as it does not corre- 
spond exactly in pointage with that of 
other countries, which have type all 
alike in thi« respect. That of American 
manufacture shows an increase of about 
half a point in length and a trifling in- 
crease in the height of each letter. 


This objection to the American arti- 


cle has no doubt not only been raised 
here, but in other places as welL I feel 
confident, could tlui>e difficulties be 
overcome, that American type would 
be more largely employed for stationery 
printing

Wo asked 
why he want.-d them, and ho showed 
us an eld fashioned Russian gun which 
hf; treasured very highly and said be 
wanted the lead to make bullets for it. 
Iu our idle curiosity, having little to 
do while lying there, wo questioned him 
as to where he usually ^'ot his bullets 
for it, and he tnh! us there was a ]»laec 
"one frlwp' « ne day's journey) away 
w!u-re ho found the material for bullets. 
We were uuxiou.s to make a Jittlo trip 
out into tlie interior, and one nav start- 
ed off with iiira as nur Riiide. 


"We traveled alxiut 40 miles up the 


country through a valley easy to trav- 
erse :uid at length reached a ledge at 
which the native stop]X'd nntl beyan 
picking up pieces of gold. The ledge 
was full of it and ernjublius away. 
Heri> was the. old fellow's bullet field 
He was shooting gold bulic-ts from bis 
old Russian gun. 
The party of us car- 


ried away 3'.i pouud-s of the ore. and 
when wo had it assayed in San Francis- 
co it turned nut £500 a tun. 


"t'aptaiu .1. N. Kimwles, a wealthy 


rp!>idciit of ^an Francisco, fitted out a 
ship and sent it back in charge of one 
of tny crew, a Swt>de, to iuvestigate. 
As near as \ve could learn, he loaded 
his schooner with GO or TO tons of the 
oro nnd started back. That w;-.s tbe last 
hc;urd of him. ;uid it is siiiipustd thai 
his hbip wciir down iu a hei,vy gale. 
-'iiice then no 4jnebus visited that place. 
and yet it is as rich a* any mine discov- 
ered in Alaska and far easier to reach 
than is tho Klondike, The ledge is 800 
iVvt high and was crumbling away 
when we were tlure. It isf.nly 40 miles 
from tin- coast, and there are no dif.i- 
cultivs whatever in reachiug the place. " 


This expetlition of Captain Reynolds 


was the tirtit to pass Bering strait into 
the Arctic ocean iu search of whales. 
and it was so successful that on his n?- 
tvini 15 new vess-ols were built for arctic 
whaling. His was a l«;;mtiful rrssel. 
the- dtcks and cabins finished in hard 
Win «1, and it was aft-Tward sold to the 
povt rnnient for arctic, exploration. So 
miuiy wluiloswere killed that the sJiip's 
provisions were brought up on deck to 
make room for the oil in the hold, and 
then, in addition. fiO.000 pounds of 
bones were slowed on the deck. 
These 


were worth $150,000 at that time, and 
they would bring threo times that 
amount now. Kveu the staterooms were 
tilled up even with tho berths. The 
vessel had a stormy passage home, at 
times the deck and every bit of cargo 
being uuder water, yet, they reached 
San Francisco safely. The crew were 
(tone 14 months. — Chicago Record.
